UNCONSCIOUS BIAS IN WALKING. 
Mr. G. H. Darwio,.in Mature, atates.that {- 
some ten yeurs ago he made a few experi- 
ments upon the aubjeot of “ Unconscious 
Bias in Wallting.” -Ha hogan by walking 
himself and gotting various friends .to 
walk, ' with “eyes, shut: “in ‘a. grasa 
field. Al walked with amazing crookedness 
in paths which were not far retnoved from |‘ 
circles.” Two -of the circles described wore 
not more than fifty’ yards in. diameter, ‘al. 
“though .the podestrians thought they were 
going straight, All diverged to ‘tha right, 
excepting one, who, was strongly léft-honded, 
“T thon got eight village sehnolhoys, from 
ten to twelve years of age,” continues Mr. 
* Darwin, and offered a “shilling to the. bay 
who.should wall straightest bliadfold, Bo- 
fore the contest, however, I dusted some saw- 
dust ov the ground, and after making each 
of the boys walk over it, ‘measured their 
strides from right to left and-left to right.- 
Tboy were also made,to hop, und tlhe foot on 
which they hopped was noted ; they were 
then made to juinp over a.aticl, wud the foot 
frou’ which they sprang was entered ; lastly, 


_ thoy were instructed to throw a atone; and
